Walter R. Holsey, aged 73 years,

A native of Taylor County, Ga., 


son of Co. J. H. and Mary Eliza- 
beth (Montfort) Holsey, Mr. Hol- 
sey came to Texas in young man- 
hood and farmed in Navarro Coun- 
ty for a number of years and later 
was engaged in the mercantile 
business at Chatfield. 
Holsey worked in a Corsicana 


department store for six years and 
was farming In the Porter's Bluff 
area, northeast 
Navarro County, 


when the Spanish American War 
broke out. He 
enlisted 
In 
the 


famous Garltty Rifles organiza- 
tion and was in training at Aurtin 
when the conflict closed. After his 
discharge, Mr. Holsey returned to 
Porter's Bluff and later resided 
at Powell for six years. 


Served In House. 


Holsey served in the Texas Leg- 


islature, 1906-1910, and In the Tex- 
as Senate from 1910-1914. He was 
chairman of the military affairs 
committee in the House and was 
a member of the Senate finance 
committee. 
Holsey was a cham- 


pion of agricultural

laws while

After completing his tenure In 


the Senate, Holsey 
engaged 
In 


mercantile business 
and 
cotton 


buying for four years and then 
was appointed as assistant county 
agent of Robertson County.

John Nance Garner closed a 38- 
year congressional career today 
by giving the 71-word oath of of- 
fice to Henry Agard Wallace, his 
successor. 


His white head bared in the sun- 


light, the 72-year old Garner read 
the vice presidential oath to Wal- 
lace, 20 years his punior, in a 
strong voice. 


Wallace 
answered clearly, "1 


do," and a cheer went up 
from 
the 
more 
than 
73,000 
persons 


massed In front of the capitol. 


Garner stepped back 
smiling, 


his work done and Wallace bow- 
ed slightly to the crowd. 


A moment later, when Presi- 


dent Roosevelt took the 
oath of 


office for a third term, Garner 
who had sought the presidential 
nomination unsuccessfully and la- 
ter had failed to vote in the No- 
vember election, beamed broadly, 


A few minutes previously the 


senate met In a brief session, to 
overrule Garner's 
wishes 
and 
adopt 
unanimously a 
resolution 


praising the retiring vice presi- 
dent's record as presiding 
officer 


for the last eight years. 


With the gavel fulling1 on Ger- 
ner's 38-year career in 
congress, 


Senator Byrnes (D-SC) arose to 
introduce the resolution and tell 
his colleagues that Garner had 
expressly asked that he 
not bo 


eulogized.

MYSTERY SURROUNDING MEETING 
OF HITLER AND MUSSOLINI MERE 
STAGE PLAY TO WORRY ENEMIES 


FRANKLIN D. ROOSEVELT

As usual the reports of a meet- 


Ing between the axis chiefs are 
surrounded by a fog of mystery so 
thick you couldn't cut it with a 
knife—stage-play, of course, but 
still pretty 
effective advertising 


for the firm of Hitler and Mus- 
solini. 
The purpose of this hocus-pocus 
isn't to conceal anything but rather 
to attract attention. It adds to the 
impresslveness of the axis proced- 
ure, and is calculated to increase 
the nerve strain imposed on the 
enemy. The fact that the world at 
la ire, including this columnist, Is 
again paying a penny for a look 
at this peep-show Indicates that 
the mystery stunt hasn't lost its 
attraction. 


However, there is no 
mystery 
about the 
paramount 
problems 


which the dictators have before 
them. The main questions 
are 
these: 


1. How to make a killing of 


Britain 
within 
the 
next 
few 


months, before American aid puts 


the allies beyond the danger mark. 


2. What policy to pursue toward 


America, in view of the all-put pro- 
gram of aid for Britain. 
3. What Hitler can do to save 


Mussolini 
from 
being 
knocked 


clean out of the war. 
4. How to repair the axis eco- 


nomic and supply 
fences 
which 


have been badly damaged by the 
British blockade. 
The first of these U the most 
vital. Mario Appellus, authoritative 
fascist writer, today predicts a tre- 
mendous nazi offensive 
In about 


two months. That undoubtedly is 
a pure guess but it looks like a 
good one. Two months will bring 
us up close to April and the good 
weather for military operations, 


The matter of Having Mussolini 


must strain the Ingenuity of his 
partner. Actually Italy's economic 
and military position is so bad 
that II Duce's salvation would ap- 
p ar to depend on a quick defeat 
of Britain. Short of that about 
the best Hitler can hope to achieve 
would seem to be to postpone the 
day of th* fascist collapse.

Italians Report 
Sinking Of Two 


British Cruisers

structures on enduring lines; and, 
through it all, maintained the fact 
of its democracy. 


For action has been taken with- 


in the three-way framework of 
tho 
constitution 
of the United 
States. The coordinate branches 
of the government continue freely 
to function. The bill of rights re- 
mains Inviolate. Tho freedom of 
elections is wholly 
maintained. 


Prophets of the downfall of Amer- 
ican democracy have seen their 
dire predictions come to naught. 
Democracy Is not dying. 
We know It because we have 


seen it revive—and grow. 
Democracy Cannot Die. 


We know It cannot die—because 


It Is built on 
the 
unhampered 


Initiative of Individual mon and 
women joined together In a com- 
mon enterprise—an enterprise un- 
dertaken and carried through by 
tho free expression of a free ma- 
jority. 


We know It because democracy 


alone, of all forms of government, 
enlists the full force of men's 
enlightened will. 


Wo know It because democracy 


along has constructed an unlimit- 
ed civilization capable of Infinite 
progress In the improvement of 
human life. 


We know It because, If wo look 


below the surface, wo 
sense 
It 


still spreading on every continent 
—for it is the most humane, the 


most advanced, and In the end 
the 
most 
unconquerable of all 


forms of human society. 


A nation, like a person, has a 


body—a body that must be fed 
and clothed and housed, Invigor- 
ated and rested, In a manner that 
measures up to tho objectives of 
our time. 


A nation, like a person, has a 


mind—a mind that must be kept 
Informed nnd alert, 
that 
must 


know Itself, that understands the 
hopes and tho needs of Its neigh- 
bors—all the other nations that 
live within tho narrowing circle 
of the world. 


And a nation, like a person, has 


something: deeper, something more 
permanent, something larger than 
tho sum of all Its parts, It Is that 
something which matters most to
